Ven- 
ezuelan officials labelled it a 
hoax after a fruitless two-day 
search of the jungle swamp- 
land at the mouth of the Orin- 
oco River, where the small 
World was reported down, 
The Venezuelans began a 
search for the hoaxer. 
Elstob said he believed it 
would take the gondola about 
three weeks to sail the rerhain-

“The gondola,” Elstob said, 
“is 15 feet long and 7% feet 
wide. It was designed to be 
easily converted into a sailboat 
carrying two triangular sails 
for running before the wind.” 
FRESH WATER : 
The tiny vessel carried 20 
gallons of fresh water but was 
equipped with four solar stills 
for converting sea water’ to 
fresh water. It also carried a 
| two-month supply of food. 

Elstob also said the crew had 
told him they did not want an 
air-sea rescue operation initi- 
ated in the event the balloon

He said the crew would pre- 
fer that no search be started 
until after the balloon had 
been missing two or three 
weeks, and then they expected 
only the kind of search opera- 
tion that would be conducted 
for any small craft.

It then raised the tariff against 
British woollens, despite the strong 
objections of the British Govern- 
ment,__It..could_not raise the wool- 


len tariff against other nations 


without negotiating new arrange- 
ments under the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade, which is the 
foundation of . Canada’s whole 
foreign commerce. 

Thus, in relation to other ex- 
porters of wool, Britain was placed 
under a new and serious disadvan- 
tage. By raising the tariffs on non- 
British woollens, al! nations : will 
be treated equally. All will be put 
under a serious disadvantage in our 
market to protect the Canadian 
woollen industry—at the expense 
of the Canadian consumer. 

The next step in the Govern- 
ment’s tariff policy’ is logical- but 
is it wise? It is wise, certainly, to 
eliminate a special discrimination 
against Britain but this will. only 
compound and expand the original 
mistake of restricting our foreign 
trade. 

For if we continue to reduce our 
imports we may be sure that our 
foreign customers will reduce their 
purchase of our goods 

Indeed, they are fullysentitled to 
do so under the GATT agreement. 
It says that if one of the signatories 
raises a tariff,on-one article, above 
the agreed figure, the injured 
parties may retaliate by raising 
their tariffs on some other articles. 
Italy, for instance, (which buys in 
Canada far more than it sells) un- 
doubtedly will. retaliate against the 
proposed increase in woollen tariffs, 
with resulting losses to our ex- 
porters, 
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‘not 


It may:be said that ‘the case of | 
woollen imports into Canada is a 
small matter in relation to our total | 
trade. So it is. But.it is regarded | 


by foreign nations as a’ highly sig- |: 


nificant matter, a preliminary test | 
of the Diefenbaker Government's 
general tariff policy. If woollen | 
tariffs go up today some other 
tariffs, covering much wider 
ground, may go up tomorrow. 

The—real reason for— _the—in-| 
creased woollen tariff, of course, is | 
economic: at: all but purely 
political. “In the last election. the 
Government sought suppert from | 
the central Canadian constituencies | 
where textile mills are located, on 
the promise of protecting them | 
from foreign competition. Those 
constituencies supported the Gov- | 
ernment and its promises are now | 
being redeemed, regardless of | 
economic effects on the Canadian 
consumer and on our foreign trade, 

Apparently the price of the elec- 
tion in the textile areas. must be 
paid (a matter, incidentally, of par- | 
ticular concern to Victoria where | 
our merchants. sell large quantities | 
of British and other imported wool- 
lens to American tourists). 

If that price cannot be avoided, 
in practical politi¢s as distinguished 
from practical economics, it is to 
be hoped that the Government will 
not proceed to raise the price by 
other tariff increases.
